WOOL, SILK AND LINEN. 


Tests That Will Determine the Quality 
of the Fabrics. 

If you wish to find out whether the 
material svld to you as all wool or all 
silk is really so muke a 5 per cent so- 
lution of caustic potash and in this 
boil your sample of silk or wool. If 
the entire sample is consumed in the 
boiling your material is what ft pre- 
tends to be: if there is a residue that 
residue is cotton. The caustic solution 
consumes the anima! fibers, 

If you wish to find ont whether the 
silk that seems to be heavy, silk Is 
weighted with mineral burn the sam- 
ple and the ash will show you how 
much mineral weighting there is. The 
pure silk will be wholly consumed. 

In buying suppesed linen goods of 
toweling or suiting, dip your sample 
into concentrated .sulphurie acid for 
two minutes and wash it out carefully. 
The cotton will huve been consumed, 
the linen will bave resisted the action 
of the acid. This test is one that: 
Should be made with precaution, as 
vitriol is not a thing to be tampered 
with.—Mary Heaton Vorse in Success 
Magazine.

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TESTS OF FIRE AND 
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WATER. 


‘wa Focerd of the keeping of ‘The Acoused and the 


Had to Faee the tes 
and Way the Case Was 
Decided the Judges Were Winners. 


The modern methods of justice tn 


‘eivilized Burope do not incidde trial by 


ordeal, but in the east it is/ still a rec. 
ognized means of proving an accused 
person's innocence or guilt. In a coun- 
try like Siam, now so closely in touch 
with western influences, the ordeal by 
fire was practiced a generation ago. 

This is the oldest form of ordeal in 
Siam, as in any country. When pre. 
paring for the ceremony two trenches 
were dug side by side. They were 
each about ten feet long, two feet wide 
and two feet deep. These were filled 
with layers of redhot coal to a depth of 
ten inches. The plaintiff, or accuser, 
walked over one ffery path and the de- 
fendant over the other. lh order to 
prevent the parties from unduly bur. 
rying over their tasks rods were placed 
across their shoulders, and certain of 
the officials leaned heavily on these, 
ove at the end of each rod. In reality 
they partly defeated their own ends, 
for the great pressure of the horny 
soles of feet unused to boots somewhat 
quenched the fire beneath them. When 
the walk Was completed the soles of 
the feet were examined in order to de 
tect any burns or blisters. This exam- 
ination was repeated every day for fif- 
teen days, and at the end of that 'time 
the man who showed no signs of being 
burt in any way was adjudged the 
winner. . During the course of the trial 
the judges sat ina specially erected 
aod gayly decorated pavilion, where 
they feasted royally, the expense of 
which had to be defrayed jointly by 
the persons engaged in the lawsuit, 

It happened more than once that the 
fire failed to make any impression on 
the feet of the conipetitors. In such 
cases they were both compelled to un- 
Gergo another trial by means of the 
water ordeal. If both parties got 
singed, then they were both held to be 
guilty of something or other, and so 
they were both punished with hea 
fines. ‘ 

The water ordeal is a kind of diving 
competition. The spot chosen was ei- 
ther some part of the nearest river or 
else a large, deep pond. The law in- 
sisted that the spot must be one where 
the water was clear and cool and free 
from leeches and mud. In the case of 
a river there was to be po strong cur- 
rent. The: preliminary preparations 
fwere simple and consisted in driving 
two tough poles into the bed of the 
pond or river for the competitors to 
take hold of on immersion. These 
poles were placed about ten feet apart. 
Before the actual trtal took place a 
cockfight was held, in which the two 
birds were supposed to represent the 
two litigants, and the result of this 
preiiminary conflict. was held to be 
ominous: of the results that would at- 
teud the serious trial. — 

This was never omitted, because the 
spectators, who were assembled in 
hundreds to watch the event, always 
treated it as a kind of holiday and 
gambled largely as to the issue of the 
day; hence the cockfight was a sort 


| of guide to them fn their speculations. 


The two persons next addressed them- 
selves to the water deities and asked 
for their protection and help, each be- 
seeching them to help him only and 
each promising gifts and offerings 
ebhould he be successful. 

' Then they stepped into the water 
until it reached up to their necks. 
They were hampered by heavy collars 
similar to those sometimes worn by 
Chinese prisoners. Round their wrists 
they wore bracelets of unspun thread, 
which had been blessed by the priests 
and which were consjdered to possess 
&@ protective charm against all adverse 
infences. Finally each one had a 
strong rope fastened tightly round the 
fwaist by means of which he could be 
hauled ont of the water, because when 
both men were possessed of great 
breathing capacity it sometimes hap- 
pened that after prolonged immersion 
the competitors were too much: ex- 
hausted to get themselves out of the 
water. 

Whea all was ready a horizontal pole 
was placed across the shoulders of 
each person, and at a given signal 
from a meta! gong the two poles were 
simultaneously depressed by the offi: 
cialis, and so the two heads were 
thrust under water. The divers grip- 
ped their wooden stakes and grimly 
held their heads under the surface ot 
the river until one or both found them- 
seives in danger of immediate suffo- 
ration. The man who remained under 
the water the longer of the two won 
the day. The trial was subject to a 
Ume limit. 

In certain cases diving by proxy was 
allowed, and then a general search was 
made for able and willing substitutes

This was probably the Sargon of 
Isa. xx, 1. On what is known as Sar- 
gon’s cylinder, exhumed from Nine- 
yeh, are found these words, “I be- 
sieged the city-of Samaria and took 
it.

I chose fifty chariots for myself from 
the whole number taken. All the 
other property of the people of the 
town I left for my servants to take. 
In the place of those taken into cap- 
tivity 1 sent thither inhabitants of 
lands conquered by me and imposed. 
the tribute on them which I require 
from. Assyrians.” This reads very 
much like verse 24 of our lesson chap- 
ter, and the following verses tell how 
this mixed multitude “under . the 
teaching of one o the priests of Is-: 
rael learned to fear the Lord and 
serve their own gods after the man- 


ner of the nations (verse 33). “They 
feared the Lord and served their

Sprinkling the plant 
increases the turgescence and as a 
consequence a more copiods production 
of perfume. At night-the air round a 
flower bed fs heavy with odors, “be 
cause then their emanation {s not op- 
posed by the sunlight.— New York 
Tribune.

Bell Rock Centenary. 


The centenary of the Bell Rock 

gnthouse, woich was completed in 
he beginning of 1811, has passed with- 
out any demostration to mark the fact. 
The erection of the lighthouse was a 
task of exceptional difficulty, The 
roek is’ exposed only for a short time 
at low water, and :t is twelve mileg 
away from Arbroath, tne nearest part 
of the coast. Many ships were wreck- 
ed on the rock previous -to the erec- 
tion of the lighthouse. Only two lives 
were lost in the course of its construc- 
tion, and during the century which 
has elapsed since the light was first 
shown only a few vessels have beea 
stranded on the rock, while there has 
been no loss of life.

It had been intended to make the 
coronation of King George and his 
consort Queen Mary a quieter affair 
than the ceremony of crowning the 
late King Edward, but the necessity 
of binding together the component 
parts of the Empire made the British 
authorities decide on a function that 
would be more magnificent than any- 
thing in the past and be the acme 
and climax of all such affairs. 

Thus it happens that on the 22nd 
of June, when the King and Queen 
will be crowned in Westminster ab- 
bey, the biggest show on earth will 
take place: Only a comparative few 
will be privileged to witness the ac- 
tual coronation. About. 7,000 persons 
were admitted to the great hall to see

The card inviting privileged guests 
to Westminster abbey for the crown- 
ing of King George and Queen Mary, 
June 22, is much larger than. that 
used at the coronation of King Ed.’ 
ward and Queen Alexandra. It meas- 
ures 13 1-2 by 111-4 inches. It is the 
work of ‘Bernard Partridge. 

The general design emphasizes the 
maritime greatness of the British em. 
pire, the sea, with the sun rising 
over it, forming a background for the 
entire design. In the centre is a 
beautiful winged symbolical figure of 
eritsnnis in cicssical drapery, carry- 
ing in her right hand the royal scep- 
ter, with the gross, and in the left 
the orb, the emblem of sovereignty. 
Perched on the top of the aureoled 


helmet, which also is winged, sits a |. 


miniature British lion. } 
On the right of the figure are shown 
the royal arms of King George and 
the royal monogram, ‘‘G. R."" (George 
Rex). Beneath the medallion of the 
arms lie the sword of state and the 
trident. The Queen’s arms on the 
left closely resemble those of the 
King, except that the letters “‘M.R.” 
Mary Regina) are substituted. Be- 
low the medallion of the Queen's 
arms is the cornucopia, or horn of 
plenty. 
Six smaller symbolical medallions, 
three on each side of the feet of the 
central figure, surmounted by the 
toyal crown, indicate the various do- 
minions of the empire. Four states 
represent the four provinces of the 
South African union; the maple leaf, 
Canada; the rose, shamrock and 
thistle, the United Kingdom; the 
five stars the five states of Australia, 
while the Indian and New Zealand 
symbols are readily distinguishable. 
Between 6,000 and 8,000 of these 
cards are being issued, The peers’ 
cards, which are sent out by the ool- 
lege of heralds, are signed by the 
King himself. The others are issued 
through the earl marshal’s office and 
are signed by the Duke of Norfolk. 
When King George VY. is crowned, 
no fewer than 776 guns will sonorous 
ly announce the fact, and they will 


and |be 80 distributed as to give loyal sub- 


jects in the remotest corners of the 
empire some chance of hearing them. 

e royal salute consists of twentv- 
me guns, though forty-one are fired 
rom St. James’s Park; and there are 
9 military stations at home and 17 
ibroad that will thus honor the oc 
‘asion. 

Only on the birthday, accession and 
toronation of the sovereign, and the 
birthday of the consort of the sove- 
‘eign, is this empire web of concus- 
tion brought into play. 

For many months the preparations 
for the coronation festivai have been 
in steady progress. The matter of 
dress has been pre-eminent. An offi- 
cial style book defines the length of 
trains for peeresses and the patterns 
of coronets for the various ranks of 
noblemen who will be in attendance. 
Some time ago the earl marsha! made 
public the description of robes required 
for the occasion, All last winter the 
trappers of the Hudson Bay company 
were busily engaged in finding furs 
for goronation use, London manufac- 
turers bought up all the miniver fur 
that could be fyund, the sufp.y being 
unequal to the demand for this mate- 
rial.in the robes to be worn by the 
noblemen and noblewomen invited to 
the corogation.

ous the world over. Built of wood, 
these “Bluenose” craft, with 
trim, ‘neat appearance, well cut 
well set stayed masts, were familias 
to the nautical eye wherever and 
wsanever descried. Many of them 
were built almost by rule of thamb 
in some quiet litle creek adjacent te 
the forests from which planking, 
scantling, knées and frames wére cut, 
and when launched and rigged they 
made themselves and their builders 
famous by their fast passages ahd 
the money they made for their owners, 

On the other hand, a few of thes 
“Down east” craft became a trifle in 
famous with the sea-faring traternity, 
owing to the high-handed way 
which the officers treated the crews, 
and their names were retailed with 
bitter anathemas in the foc’sles of 
other ships by members of the crews 
who were unfortunate enough to have 
experienced a voyage the “ 
ger-driving Bluenose packet.” 

To Canadian, vessels must be given 
the credit for being ahead of the 
Mother Country in design and gear, 
and in later years, British ship-build- 
ers were glad to imitate the innova- 
tions of the colony. American and 
Canadian vessels were the first to use 
double topsails—the American four- 
mast clipper bark “Great Republic,” 
launched in 1853, being actually the 
first vessel so fitted. By dividing the 

eat single topsail, in vogue then, 
a half and having omen. yards for 
each half of the sail, the work of 
reefing and furling was lessened, and 
the number of men required to do 
the work, reduced. To close reef an 
oli-fashioned long topsail in a blow, 
often required a whole watch upon 
the’ foot-ropes to tussle with the re- 


Hs 


fractory canvas. With the divided - 


sail, the furling of the upper topsail 
was equal to close reefing the old 
long topsail, and at the same time 
the smaller amount of canvas could 
be easier handled. 

Then again, Canadian vessels, be- 
ing built of wood, were prone to leak, 
and on many ships pumps had to be 
manned twice in the twenty-itour 
hours. Wheel chain pumps, operated 
by turning a wheel, were used in- 
stead of e old-fashioned *. and 
down branes familiar to the British 
ship. Built lower masts were also 
peculiar to Canadian vessels. Instead 
of having the mast in one long, whole 
spar, they were “built” of several 

leces, wedged in and held together 

y iron bands, which encircled the 
built spar at intervals of about two 
feet apart. 

Besides the differences in the build 
and rig of the ships, the British 
North American vessels had many 
institutions aboard of them peculiar 
to themselves. Crews. had to work 
hard, but were well fed. No boat- 
swains were carried—the crews were 
supposed to be competent enough to 
do all the “‘sailorizing’’ necessary un- 
der the able tutelage of the second 
or*junior offices. The services of a 
sailmaker, usually carried on other 
ships, were sometimes dispensed with, 
and the making and repairing of sails 
had to be done by officers and crew. 
The galley and culinary department 
was sometimes carried on by contract 
—a cook and his wife would sign to- 
gether, and the woman would attend 
to the cabin and the wants of the 
officers, instead of a steward. 

Regarding the trades in which 

adian vessels were employed, 
many of them sailed from Quebec to 
Great Britain with timber in the sea- 
son—varrying general cargo out, and 
in the winter time they traded from 
the American cotton ports to Liver- 
pool and the continent of Europe. 

The smaller véSsels plied around 
the West Indies and South America, 
while the larger ships went on long 
deepwater voyages to and from India, 
the East, and the United Kj m, 
and also on the West Coast of Amer- 
ica. Although built and owned in 
Canada, they seldom came into their 
home ports, but sailed wherever «@& 
cargo was to be had. For many years 
they, with the United States fleet, 
reigned supreme upon the seas, until 
steel shipbuilding and the steam en- 
gine pained sway, and the windjam- 
mer bezan to disappear slowly bust 
surely off the face of the waters. The 
Western Ocean packet ships went 
first, followed by the China tea cli 
pers and the Cape Horners, and. tade 
after trade, for many years the ex- 
clusive passages of the sailing vessel, 
was captured Ly the economical steam 
tramp. 

Regarding thé ports of registration, 
the largest is Montreal with a net 
register of 126,949 tons, including 736 
vessels. Victoria, B.C., comes second 
with 50,000 tons, including 285 vessels. 

St. John, N.B., is third with ao 
toginter of 46,000 tons for 326 vessels. 

n Nova Scotia, Windsor leads with 
$2,523 tons for 84 vessels. Ontario 
has Toronto first with 38,475 tons, and
